nd how to Aſſize the Bakers in all forts of their 
Breads, according to the fame Law, together with 
ſuch allowance towards their Charges for every quar- 
ter baking, as is very reaſonable, and requilite there.

ty and queſtions hereafter may be avoided ; But

When the ſecond Wheat 
is at twelve ſhillings the quarter, the Baker is to 
bake after eighteen ſhillings the quarter: And the 
ſecond Wheat being at eighteen ſhillings the quar- 
ter, he is to bake after twenty four ſhillings the 

uarter : And ſo in like manner, as the price of 
1 quarter of the ſecond VVheat ſhall riſe and in- 
creaſe. And alſo that all Bakers inhabiting out

Cities, Boroughs, and Towns Corporate, where 
but two of the forts of Bread, viz. VVhite and Allowance for
